NOVELTY & INVENTIVE STEP 




The invention as claimed in claim lis directed towards a solar energy reflector with a carrier having hoop like 
end members and support means for supporting the carrier and providing for rotation of the carrier about an axis 
coincidental with a longitudinal axis of the reflector element. 


Dl discloses all fhe features of claim 1 except the hoop like end members but instead uses a sector gear (30) 
. which functions in the same way as the hoop members and renders claim 1 v^thout an inventive step. 


D2 discloses all the features of claim 1 except hoop like end members but instead uses a carrier with a hoop like 
end member (wheel(3 1)) as one end member and a sliding block( 13) as the other end member. These function in 
the same way as the hoop members and render claim 1 without an inventive step. 


The features of claims 2-1 8 do not add an invrative step. 
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
